THE MIDNIGHT SUN is the great miracle of this northernmost part of 
the country. For six weeks in the summer there is uninterrupted day- 
light, and if it is not cloudy you can witness the fascinating drama when 
the sun begins to go up again without having ever dropped below the 
horizon. You can see the midnight sun in Kiruna C from May 31 to July 
14. In contrast to this prodigality of light during the summer, the sun 
disappears entirely for several weeks around the winter solstice. But 
then you can instead experience the Aurora Borealis of Lappland; which 
brightens the whole firmament with flaming curtains of light. 
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KIRUNA, the mining town, has had a short but remarkable history. In 
1890 the Luossavaara—Kiirunavaara Company, Inc. was founded, and the 
ore railway to Narvik was inaugrated in 1903. From the first collection 
of primitive huts for engineers and laborers’ barracks in the wilderness 
around lake Luossajarvi, Kiruna C has developed into a modern com- 
munity with about 20.000 inhabitants. This unique city, located between
